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Armed, Citizenship Needed.

S y>T is generally admitted that a lowering of the standard of living 
| I of the masses might be most eaailv prevented by continually 
pj withdrawing industries from competition and socializing 
them, that is, handing them over to the community. Both 
Socialists and reformer* of all kind* agree that mines, means 
ef transportation, telegraphs and other public ntilities should be.man- 
aged by the commonwealth on the account and for the benefit of the 
commonwealth. ( 

But to these demands, as to all other good or bad things on earth, 
then are two sides. Here is the other side: 

Even it these demands were realized, by far the greater nnmber of 
workmen would remain a defenseless prey to the profitmnkor*. There 
is also at least a possibility that the existing system might thus gain the 
support of a larger number of people, because they would be put into 
tolerably good circumstances. 

Indeed, some representative* of the capitalistic parties advocate 
these nforms for that very reason—although experience teaches that 
Socialism gets its adherents mainly from the best paid workers. 

Others demand them, because they can see the trend of the time and 
their economic necessity—not because they are Socialists and share 
our aim. 

The Hearst papers, for instance, large Democratic sheets, the 
main editorials of which are written bv an exceptionally brilliant man 
(Arthur Brisbane), have appropriated these and other demands of the 
Socialists upon the present state and are agitating for them. Hearst'* 
papers advocate that the Democratic party place them in their platform 
—because Hearst's main advisor believes that the nationalization of the 
means of transportation and the public ownership of the so-called public 
utilities, are a most effective way of abolishing the power of the pluto¬ 
cracy. Besides, these demands are very-popular and W. H. Hearst hopes 
that he might be able to reach the White House on the wave o7 their 
popularity. 

While it is all one-to us from what quarters some relief come* for 
the working people, it must nevertheless be observed that an actual 
realization of these reforms ran never be expected from-the old capitalist 
parties, in spite of the warning voice* of a few far-sigh ed individuals.

The eighteenth report of Carroll 
D. Wright must have been some¬ 
what displeasing-to this capitalist 
government of our*, for it was al¬ 
lowed to get, “out of print” with re¬ 
markable despatch. Some of the 
statistics contained in the report, 
however, have been gathered to¬ 
gether and present some striking 
official admissions. Thus it shows 
that while in 1890 eighty-five per 
cent of the people were employed all 
the time, and fifteen per cent only 
part of the time, in 1900 the num¬ 
ber unemployed part of the time in¬ 
creased to 22 per cent anil then went 
op increasing so that in 1903 it had 
grown to 45 per cent, or nearly half. 
In another part of the report a table 
i* given showini; the cause* of idle¬ 
ness—of the working class, of 
course, not the rich—end the fol¬ 
lowing figure* are given: Establish¬ 
ment closed, unable to get work and 
slack work 56.96; sickness 2.1.05; 
vacation 6.45; bad weather 2.25; 
strike 2.0?; accident 1.66; not-given 
6.68; and—please note this last one 
—drunkenness .26. This sort of 
explode* that old slander on the 
working class that men would have 
plenty of work to do if they didn’t 
spend their time round saloons.

The 
something else in this ot.*e is an ill- 
eoncealed surprise that the mass of 
the American people have remained 
honest in *pite of the capitalistic 
commercial prompting to lie other¬ 
wise. The disease of dishonesty lias 
laid g heavy hand" upon the people 
and this item from the capitalist 
paper shows how well the writer of 
it is aware of the fact.

The Wisconsin Statement 


The Executive Board of that State Discusses the Referendum Seek 
ing to Drive Wisconsin out of the National Organization. 


Milwackk*. Wis., July 24, 1905. 

To the Members of the Socialist Party: Dkab Comrades: A refer- 
enduin. known as the Crestline resolution, is about to be submitted to 
your vote. This referendum demanded the removal of Victor I*. Berger of 
Milwaukee from the National Executive Committee of the Socialist 
party, and that the Wisconsin organization be debarred from the party 
until we apply fur and accept a charter. 

We call upon the membership to VOTE DOWN these two measures. 

Our reason for advising you to vote “no” upon these proposition* is 
•hat they are unjust, unwise and un-Socialistie, and might seriously in¬ 
jure the Wisconsin movement. 

First, in regard to Comrade Berger—Comrade Berger has already 
been removed. To remove a man again who has already been removed 
is nonsensical and spiteful. 

And every true Socialist will agree that the removal of Comrade 
Berger from the National Executive Committee without a trial was a 
most unjust and unjustifiable proceeding. The only investigation of 
Comrade Berger's action has since been made by the .State Executive 
Board of Wisconsin, at the request of the National Committee, and this 
investigation resulted in his complete vindication. 

To briefly sum up the whole case, Milwaukee comrades decided to 
put no ticket in the field in the city elections last spring, owing to the 
lack of available candidates and the heavy debt left over from the two 
preceding campaigns of last year. This decision was taken while Com¬ 
rade Berger was absent in San Francisco. 

Among the nine judicial candidates nominated on the non-partisan 
ticket during this judicial campaign was one who wo* a political repre¬ 
sentative of the Catholic Anti-Socialist movement in Milwaukee. This 
movement is very bitter here in ita opposition to Socialism. Comrade 
Berger advised the readers <-/ bis paper to vote aguinat this man, since 
we had no tirket of our own in the field. 

In doing this, he clearly violated no provision of the National consti¬ 
tution. 


Baking powder is a sm.'' .iring, 
being made of cream of tartar or 
alum, soda and etaroh, but vet it has 
been big enough under the capitalist 
system 1o produce several million¬ 
aires in this oountrv. One of these 
men. whose name was Ziegler, is 
dead and now his wife is contesting 
his will because he left her out of 
his thirty millions. This is merely 
an incident that proves the rule. 
The capitalist system operate* to 
make a few immensely wealthy out 
of the jieople’a necessities, while 
leaving the people themselves prac¬ 
tically pennileai. 


The ruling class never can or will voluntarily permit so many branches 
and departments of the economic world to be taken out of their hands 
and given over to tye commonwealth or the community. And the Re¬ 
publicans and Democrat*—e’est l’etat— represent the ruling claaa. 

But if the wages and the standard of living of the American work¬ 
ingmen today and in the near future are to be kept from falling lower 
only by means of the vote* of Socialists and social reformers, then there 
is a aorry outlook'indeed for our working people. 

Onr form of government is not so centralized, not so "paternal” as 
the governments of England, or France. 

fn Own ’id the interests of monarchy, which are still 

considerable. w> - r. -.y* identical with the interests of the capital¬ 
istic class, and in i. -ny instances are directly antagonistic. In France 
we find the. Republicans in their fight against the monarchists and tho 
Roman Catholic church depend upon the Socialists for assistance. 
Furthermore, we find great and mighty Social-Democratic parties in 
•very progressive country in Europe. - 

- — Mot eo ia this country, t -.J*-. 

Here, there is no ministry to protect, no royal crown in danger. 
Here, on the other hand, ia a thousand-headed plutocracy, whioh is far 
more unfeeling. brutal and devoid of conscience, but also more powerful, 
than the European bourgeoeie can ever become. And besides all this, 
“tiie church”—the only remnant of feudalism in America—is absolutely 
is alliance with the capitalist class. 

The immense majority of the native element (outside of Wisconsin, 
California and possibly Chicago) so 1st ha* shown little or no compre¬ 
hension of Socialist ideas and projects even when they are ably presented. 
Besides, even in Chicago and in California our party is too often domin¬ 
ated by “impossibilist” elements, which make any political action 
barren and superfluous. 

So the main weapon against the lowering of wages and the conse¬ 
quent deterioration in the standard of living, remains, as before^WT 

strike. 

But the strike, of courts, can be made use of only wbeflthere ia at 
least some prospect of succe— J' 

In view of the perrnaientfy large "res e rve army of the unemployed, 
however, the strike ts generally a miserable weajxrn, even during the’ so- 
called neriods of “prosperity.” The strike at best is like a sword which 
tarns toe sharp edge toward toe workingman and the blunt side toward 
the employer. It is toe fight of the workman’s stomach against th> 
employer’s purse. And during the *>w*yed “hard times" the worker i* 
usually starved out when he enter* on this famine fight It ia therefore 
often a desperate affair from the start 

Yet the situation ia becoming worse even in the so-called "good 
time*.” Not only is it easy to fill the places of the strikers, but toe capi¬ 
talists (and most of the courts) regard it as a sort of high treason if 
striker* appeal oven with words to toe sense of solidarity, of those who 
take their places. Hitherto in such cases the striking workingmen hate 
been beaten or thrown into prison; now they are often shot down in e)iort 
order, like wild beasts. We have seen example* of.this during the strike? 
in Colorado in recent years, where both the United States and the state 
constitutions were virtually suspended as far as toe striking workingmen 
were concerned. 

A crowd of workingmen now meets with as little respect a* a pack 
of coyotes. 

According to the dispatch bureaus, which are in the hands of the 
capitalists, the workingmen of course are always to blame for the blood¬ 
shed, because they try to interfere with the “right of others to take their 
jobs” even if they do no by persuasion. 

Furthermore. we must consider that the social and political power 
of a trust is indefinitely greater than that of toe individual employer of 
ten or twenty years ago. The trust is also -.cry much inclined to use 
“heroic measures”—i. e., “a dose of lead” for rebellions worker*. 

This “heroic treatment” is getting to be more snd more in vogue 
with til capitalists and corporations. The machinery of government i« 
always willing to send the militia, and even to reorganize the militia if 
it is not “reliable”—and in any case able-bodied and reckle** men can 
always he had-to protect “law and order” as deputy sheriff* for $5.00 a 
day.’ Therefore, strike* against the lowering of wages (the last and only 
expedient of, the workingmen, 'the “jua ultima itbore”) become con- 


We quote the following from the report of the investigation of the 
State Executive Board: 

“First, that no collusion or understanding of any sort whatever exists, 
or at any time did exist between the Social-Democratic party of Mil¬ 
waukee and Comrade Victor I,. Berger and any capitalistic party, candi¬ 
date or candidates. 

“That no understanding nr collusion with capitalistic candidates waa 
ever charged against laical Milwaukee or Comrade Victor L. Berger, 
even by the capitalistic press, or by any one of the nine candidates, only 
one of whom the H’aArAcif particularly fought for the reasons often 
stated. Tlic charge was first made by a member in another state, and 
without a scintilla of proof or evidence of such i Bunion being given. 
Although the State Executive Board inserted a notice in the party pa¬ 
pers, calling for evidence in this cam* from party members or non-party 
lnemberajjjjt-OBwiriipiiared who made any charge of collusion or pre- 
awjle d'SBy evid e n ce in understanding having baen entered 

entirely in accord with tor state ami national eonstitutioaa of our party, 
and with international tactic* and the precedent* of the Socialist parties 
in other countries. Milwaukee comrades did not go so far at the So¬ 
cialists of other countries have actually gone, since in many countriea 
agreements hare been entered into between Socialists and other parties, 
while in the Milwaukee cate there waa not the slightest understanding 
of the sort, aa the result of this investigation clearly shows. 

“The national and state constitutions and the principles of Interna¬ 
tional Socialism have not been violated in spirit or letter by any mem¬ 
ber* of Local Milwaukee in the judicial election*. Neither the notional 
nor tlie state constitution forbids a member to vote when there is no 
Socialist ticket in the field. Since the Milwaukee judicial election* took 
place, the National Committee has ponced a rule forbidding such action, 
but since no rule ran have an ‘ex post facto* force, therefore it oonld not 
have been violated in Milwaukee at the last spring election.” 

Aa Comrade Berger rioted in hi* testimony during the investigation : 

“Article XII, Boctibn 3, of the National Constitution reads that, ‘No 
state or local organization shall under any circumstance* fuss, combine, 
or compromise with any other political party or organisation, or refrain 
from making nominations, in order to favor the candidate of such or¬ 
ganisation.’ We have violated neither tho letter nor the spirit of this 
provision. 

"I have always so construed this section of the constitution, and al¬ 
most every comrade in Wisconsin coincides with me, that whenever the 
party has a ticket in the field, it is the absolute and irrevocable duty of 
every Social-Democrat vote that ticket, and vote it straight; but when¬ 
ever and wherever the Serial-Democratic party baa no ticket in the field, 
any member individually ha* a right tn vote as he pleases. 

“If our members do not hare that right, all those who do not live in 
large towns will be disfranchised, for every election outside of tha state 
and national elections, 

“That the National Committee itself has construed this section of 
the constitution in the same way as I do and as we all did, is dearly 
proven by the fact that the National Committee has just recently adopted 
a rule forbidding members of the party to vote at all whenever the party 
has no ticket in the field. But no law can work backward. Therefore, 
I ask, how could the Milwaukee movement or Victor L. Berger be pun¬ 
ished for violating a rule last spring which did not exist at ‘hat time?" 
* a a • 

And the Soctalliti ia Gvfmaajr, Fraace. Italy, Belgium and Denmark fo 
very much farther than Con ra le Berger vent. They actually enter Into open 
alliance with non Boeialist parties when, by eo doing, they think they can aid 
the ranee at SaeiiHem. 

For instance, in IMW, the Boeial-Democrats at Bavaria went even so far 
aa to make sn n(trial trade with the Centrum party. The comradee of North 
Oermnn. were diepleaerd at thie, because the C'-jlTum ia looked upon as tbt 
worst political enemy of Socialism. 

The matter waa therefore debated at the Hanover Convention in 1809, and 
after a t Borough diecuesioa, the Tbllowln* rreolutioa, drawn up by the great 
Auguat Hebei, woe adopted by a vote of £05 to 84: 

“To reach it* aim, the party will etnnkre all meane consistent with ita 
fundamental principles tuat promise Ht’CCEHR While the party doe* not de- 
ceive itself about the nature end chancier of the bourgeois pert lee as repre¬ 
sentatives and ekamptone of the existing order ef etate and eorlety, It does not 
refuse to COMBINE WITH THEM WHENEVER THE CASE MAT REQUIRE 
IT, in order lo strengthen the party elections, to extend the .’‘ebts sad liberties 
at the people or to considerably Improve the 'social conditions tu *be working 
class, to help along the aims of civilisation, or in order to combat tendencies 
that are hostile lo the working clnoa and the people. Bnt the party preaervM 
its independence and integrity in nil its activity and con riders every sure car 
gained a step toward its fioaj aim.” 

_ j In hi* •peech. before the eon root ion, Belwl declared that the Bavarian 

romrades, although they had ertered into an open altianc* with a capitalistic 
party, “bad violated no principle of Socialism, snd not even the tactics of 
the party.” 

The r-noHition adopted by the flaaover Convention remains Ike rule for 
German Hoc ts lists In this day, and this alliance in He Turin bus bean repeated 
every year sinew then. 

But Comrade Herger sever recommended any alliance with say capitalistic 
party, and has absolutely opposed all ouch enrol '.nations. He only worked 
against one candidate who was particularly harm'd to the Socialist party, aad 
who ~-a* not even the candidate of nay party. 

Thne It will be seen that he neither rutted contrary to tha rules or prineb 
pie- of International Socialism, nor did he violate any section of the national 
eouaiitntion. 

And it is not true that the tactic* of the European Socialists are inapplic¬ 
able to the American movement, because we have no relics of feudalism hare 
as in Europe. The Lent nmrrvcd relic of tbe feudal ago ia this country aa la 
Europe i. the power of the ?~»a Catholic clergy, and it ia a Mttetty exer’ad 
against Socialism in America as hi Earopa. 

Moreover, to now prays* a referendum to remove Comrade Berger fleam 
the National Executive Committee, after he baa already been removed by tb« 
national Committee, ia ridiculous, and can have no object except U stir ay 
further dUaeatkm and ironbla.

blic Ownership Cheaper 
Than Private Plundering. 

“New York. Independent” Shows How Private Con¬ 
tractors Make Inevitable the Corruption of 
Official Business Life. 


itra-Conservalive* who see “dan- 
” in every proposition of public 
lership arc fond of magnifying 
e opportunity which would be 
tted for corruption if railways, 
graphs, electric lighting systems 
d so on should become public en- 
priscs. Tfiey point to scandals in 
he Post Office Department, irregu- 
rities in armv and navy supply 
ntracta and leakage of crop re- 
rta aa proof* of the impossibility 
conducting public business in an 
onest wayjjwkb* samples of the 
wrong doing on a big scale that we 
might expect if the business respon¬ 
sibilities of public departments 
should be increase 1. 

Do these defenders of the existing 
rder ever take the trouble to inform 
themselves upon the relation bc- 
. tween the private ownership of pub¬ 
lic scrvico enterprises and graft? 
The shrewd French economist, 
Bastiat, used to say a good deal 
about the “unseen things” in eco¬ 
nomic phenomena. Lika the tyro 
at chess, the tyro in economics aces 
a few of the possible moves an th: 
boards so plainly that he Is totally 
unaware of other moTes that perhaps 
arc far more important. The op¬ 
ponents of public ownership are ob¬ 
stinate examples of inability to see 
the really dominant facts < f political 
and economic life. Peculation in 
public office, the spoils system and 
the betrayal of trust are but minor 
evila when, compared with the 
greater corruption that is engender¬ 
ed by the existing relations of pri¬ 
vate corporations to legislation. 

All public service corporations are 
solicitors of public favor. They must 
have franchises, to secure which 
they must by one or another means 
control legislative bodies and ad- 
ministrative departments. Tha 
moans employed usually include in¬ 
ducements more effective than an 
appeal to the intelligence and fair 
mindedness of the legislator or the 
administrative officer. Bribe money, 
paid over without concealment, or 
paid under the disguise of a con¬ 
tract, ia. one of tho necessary ex¬ 
penditures in public service finance. 


Iff venture to nay that no public ser¬ 
vice corporation in the United States 
would dare to publish a v absolutely 
truthful financial statement showing 
the exact nature of all its disburse¬ 
ments throughout its whole history. 
Corporation statements are wonder¬ 
ful examples of the art of discreet 
itemizing. 

One result is that every legisla¬ 
ture and other franchiso granting 
body has become a systematic and 
aham<Jtss grafter. And it does not 
confine its enterprise to extorting 
“what the traffic will bear” when 
corporations call for favors. All 
legislative bodies have learned bow 
to bleed the corporations without 
waiting until benefits are asked. 
Strike bills or resolutions are intro¬ 
duced for the understood pnrpose of 
compelling involuntary payment. 
The cheapest and easiest thing the 
corporation can do is to step up to 
the political captain’s desk and 
settle. 

Now if any one honestly supposes 
that this system of graft is not a far 
bigger lax upon the public and a far 
more demoralizing force than tho 
official malfeasance that develop* in 
governmental departments, he is an 
innocent. It has become the dom¬ 
inant factor in American business 
and political life. The fertility of 
our land, the native richness of our 
mines, the ingenuity and enterprise 
of our people, the tradition of self- 
government — not one of these 
things compares in importance as a 
fact to whieh every other business 
fact must somehow be adjusted with 
the partnership between the corpora¬ 
tions and tho politicians which 
yields to the latter a substantial 
“rake-off.” 

To press then the argument that 
public ownership means leakage, 
waste and corruption is either im¬ 
becile or disingenous. It strains at 
the gnat and iwsIIoWb the camel. 

It may be that under priva-e 
management a railroad can be ren 
so that ono hundred dollars comes 
in for every eighty dollars paid out, 
and that nnder public management 
ninety dollars would be paid out for 


every hundred dollars that come* in. 
What reason is that for continuing 
the private management if out of 
the twenty dollar? profit the public 
gets fifty cent*, while under the pub¬ 
lic management out of ten dollars 
profit it would get ten dollars? 

Thia is a question that .he oppo¬ 
nents of the public ownership of 
public service enterprises have never 
squarely answered. They never will 
answer it, and for an all-sufficient 
reason—namely, All men divide 
themselves into two classes, accord¬ 
ing to their real view of social rela¬ 
tions. Consciously or unconscious¬ 
ly, frankly or shamefacedly, one 
class of men believes that the poor, 
the inefficient, the medicore human 
beings exist and ought to exist for 
tho benefit of their betters. The 
other class of men believes that hu¬ 
man society ought to be an arrange¬ 
ment in which each exists for all 
and all exists for each. The men 
that believe in privilegn and in a 
! privileged claas instinctively object 
to any extension of public enterprise 
which is “uneconomical” in the 
sense of depriving the privileged of 
money-making opportunities, altho 
the pnblic is benofitted, or in the 
sense of increasing somewhat the 
aum total of official misconduct, 
altho curtailing privately managed 
graft. _’

A Question in Marx. 

Aahplant’a Answer lo Ssnial. 1. 

Editor Herald: In your issues 
dateii, respectively, May 13th and 
T?th, June 3rd and 34th, and July 
8th, Comrade Sanial has occupied 
much space in his efforts to explain 
“Who paid the 3/—?” in reply to a 
question in Marx, published ill full 
with Lucian Sanini's original reply 
in your issue of Feb. 4th last. I 
must express my regret that our mu¬ 
tual friend has not (to quote his 
own expression of May 13th) “clear¬ 
ly perceived my; fundamental mis¬ 
conception," and, evading the point 
at issue, lias derated the bulk of hi* 
efforts to matters not disputed and 
not raised by the original query. The 
result is that I'cannot hut regard 
Sanial’s answer as unsatisfactory, 
and instead of feeling weakened I 
am strengthened (by this comrade’s 
inability to clearly meet the issue) 
in my co nr‘ Hon that Karl Marx’s 
position on page 109. Humboldt edi¬ 
tion "Capital" is veaJc and faulty. 
I am aware of the fact that Sanial's 
position is the position accepted by 
the leading Socialists and Marxian 
student* in tho international move¬ 
ment, and that the position 1 shall 
assume, and attempt to defend, in 
this discussion, until satisfactorily 
convinced of its unsoundness, will 
not coincide with the established 
Marxian presentation of the argu¬ 
ment for collectivism, based on that 
analysis of the genesis of capital 
which is summed up in Section 2, of 
Chapter VII, Part III, “Capital.” 
That fact does not deter me from 
persisting in my request for a direct 
answer to my question, “Who paid 
the 3/—?” in gold, in Marx’s exam¬ 
ple of the sum realized by a seller of 
yarn, in excess of the sum of gold 
paid by the seller for the labor and 
materials embodied in the product 
sold above ita gross cost. In bis let¬ 
ter published in the Herald of Keb. 
24th Ssnial implies that the spinner 
paid the extra 3/—. My reply is, 
that it is not satisfactorily demon¬ 
strated to me th|t such is the fact, 
and to again qttnu- my opponent’* 
own expression (on May 13th), “I 
nurse the proud fancy that I havo 
discovered a flaw in Marx’s ’Capi¬ 
tal.’ ” I might Just say at this point 
that io be prone in adoration before 
the shrine of an Economic Deity is 
not much better ' aJculatcd to give a 
true perspective of .material thing* 
than i* the imerfed position of a 


student standing on hi* head, and 
with utmost humility I submit to my 
esteemed Comrade Sanial that 1 do 
t.ot think it impossible to improve on 
Karl Marx, and wholly apart from 
the persona! element I would con¬ 
sider it no disaster to the interna¬ 
tional movement for the emancipa¬ 
tion of the worker* from slavery un¬ 
der capitalism if (to again quote an 
expression from Sanial on May 
13th) a “supervisor thought shop” 
in Canada or any other country 
south of the North-pole should 
evolve an analysis of the existing 
economic system so “flawless” that 
the suffering public could grasp its 
propositions with greater ease, than 
it seems to me the average Socialist 
can grasp tyid comprehend Karl 
Marx’s “Capital.” I think it will not 
be denied that there are very few in¬ 
deed in the rank and file of the 
American Socialist movement who 
liavo carefully studied “Capital,” 
and innch ns the great international 
Socialist organization owes to M&rx, 
for many reasons wholly apart from 
tlie historic work that is unique, in 
the literature of political economy, 
that movement to-day docs not de¬ 
pend on the analysis outlined in 
“Capital” so largely as may be sup¬ 
posed. That great organization is a 
product of economic evolutionary 
forces guided more by certain in¬ 
controvertible general principles than 
bv tho specific truth of the Marxian 
analysis, and if “Capital” was to-' 
morrow refuted it would not leave 
the movement without guiding prin¬ 
ciples by any means. 

I write in this strain at thia point 
because I Vish to impress on Com¬ 
rade Sanial the ftict that I am not a 
Socialist because I have learned to 
recognize the correctness oT the ar¬ 
gument in Marx’s “Capital,” and 1 
think that thousands on this conti¬ 
nent and in Europe are sturdy advoj 
rates for collectivism who ..now as 
little of “Capital” as tliev do of the 
higher problems of Eurlid; so that 
we can approach this discussion with 
ont fear and trembling bait the great 
Socialist movement should be 
stranded if it should so hnppcn that 
Marx’s “Capital” should be to some 
extent depreciated. 

With this preliminary to my an¬ 
swer to Sanial, I wish to point oul 
that the issue as raised in my orig¬ 
inal question printed in tho Hkiuld 
of Fel*. 4th, is not, as Sanial chooses 
to interpret it in the Herald of May 
13th, “who is r*bbed?” but "How 
is the producer robbed,” and in 
“Capital” 'Marx undertake* to dem¬ 
onstrate not simply "Wko is robbed,” 
but to demonstrate (o» he is sup¬ 
posed to do on page 100, Humboldt) 
u How“ the producer is ij&bc?. and 


it is the question of "how" and not 
I who" that is the point at issue 
raised by my question. “Who paid 
tho 3/—in Marx’s illustration. I 
j maintain that Marx's theory is based 
on an incomplete analysis; his argu¬ 
ment would be unassailable if gold 
production was in actual practice on 
the surge footing relative to produc¬ 
tion and exchange of other com¬ 
modities a,, assumed in this illustra¬ 
tion, and his illustration is weak just 
in so far as it fails to comply with 
actual practice in daily commerce. 
Marx's analysis logically leads to the 
position of the single taxer, for "If 
the ownership of gold producing 
properties was vested in the commu¬ 
nity, capital as evolved under Marx’s 
surplus value theory would have 
nothing to rest on, since his 
(Marx's) argument rests entirely on 
the margin between tho volume of 
gold produced in a day and the vol¬ 
ume of commodities consumed in its 
production expressed in terms of 
gold. 

Lncian Sanial • appears to think 
that the all-important question is, 
Who is robbed ? and that. How is ho 
robbed? is a very insignificant ques¬ 
tion. I beg to state that in my opin¬ 
ion the need of the hour is correct 
explanation as to How—for the sim- 


j pb reason that there will be less dif¬ 
ficulty in convincing a group of men 
that they have been ami are being 
robbed when you can clearly and 
convincingly unfold to their senses 
"how" it is being done, than the dif¬ 
ficulty vou experience in ,..:.vtncing 
them of the facts when they do not 
realize it because the ”ho«^’ is ob¬ 
scured to their sight, however evi¬ 
dent to your own. This is my point 
,n .""gard to Marx's analysis, and I 
must again emphasize tha fact that 
I am referring not to anything that 
has been added to oitr knowledge 
since "Capita!” was written, but 
simply to the particular illustration 
raised in my original communication 
as outlined in “Capital.” I will in 
ir.y next communication proceed to 
deal with Sanial’s references to my 
errors in regard to the law of value 
as noted in ilia letters to the Herald 
printed on May Kith and May 27th.

Subsequently when the time was 
ripe—about two wi-eke before eitv 
election—he storme,I Brockton with 
the two weeks’ lecture course which 
mv “open letter” broke up. Father 
Kelly allowed the committee from 
the Socialist Club and Laborers' 
Union to ropy •Douglas’ letter to 
Father Kress and it was put on the 
street in circular form next day. 
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Here then was 
made, yet according to the testi¬ 
mony of the "minister of God” Wil¬ 
liam L Douglas had nothing to do 
with his anti-Socialist crusade in 
Brockton. 

Father Kress said he delivered 
twelve lectures here for which he 
received $60, or So a lecture. Seven 
of these lectures were delivered in 
Canton Hall and three in Rockland, 
where did he deliver the other two 
at $5 each? 1'nrlonbtedly from the 
altar of St. Patricks’ Church, for he 
admits he «|»>ke twice there. And 
he was paid by Protestant politicians 
for desecrating a Catholic altar, and 
he practically admits it. I might 
add that his statement regarding a 
$00 fee does not receive much credit 
here. 

Malicious Double Dealing. 

When Father Kress anived in 
Brockton I was just getting through 
on the new water works system here, 
where 1 was'employed as a common 
laborer. Mv mind was , mining in 
the direction of Socialism, but be¬ 
fore I committed myself to Social¬ 
istic doctrines and principles I re¬ 
solved to avail myself of this grand 
opportunity to hear the other side 
of the question. I therefore in all 
honesty and sincerity and with a 
prejudice favorable to a priest of 
my church attended every lecture in 
the course. The result was that I 
became convinced of the soundness 
and indestructibility of Socialist 
philosophy. His arguments were 
rotten, his theories were false, ins 
defence of capitalism was anti- 
Christian, his very -tiitude and as¬ 
sumption of instmetorship was poor 
“bluff.” His complete ignoring of 
questions he ad-.ertised to ‘answer 
and his evasion of others proved his 
dishonesty, and his falsification in 
the misreading of one of the ques¬ 
tions which I myself furnished him 
proved that he was a malicious and 
running double-dealer. In the read¬ 
ing of his question bv substituting 
the word “are” for “do” he gave the 
audience to understand that I called 
him an “ignorant man” and he pos¬ 
ed as a martyr while bis stage com¬ 
panions (the relics of ft. P. A-iemY 
filled the hall with their horrified 
“oh-oh’s.” He did not get
